OTIVE power—sufficient locomotives fit 
for maximum service—is the prime factor 


of dependable railroad operation, particularly dur- 
ing the stress of winter storms. And the public 
will be interested to know the present state of 
preparedness of these lines—what has been done 
to insure the fulfilment of their shipping and 
traveling necessities. 


Only motive power of the highest order can 


consistently win the battles against zero tempera- 
tures, mountainous snow-drifts, ice-laden tracks 
and switches and wintry gales, which multiply the 
difficulties of every train over every mile of line. 


To insure dependability of service under'the 


adverse conditions of winter operation, an inten- 
sive campaign for motive-power preparedness has 
been prosecuted by these lines. 


Immediately following the termination of Fed- 


eral control last March, 206 new locomotives 
were ordered constructed, 82 of which are already 
in service. Others are being delivered daily, and 
the balance are well advanced in the course of 
construction. But measured by the total number 
of efficient locomotives added to active service, 
the rehabilitation program of the New York 
Central Lines amounts to several tinics the new 
construction schedule.

November first, 


4,029 locomotives, or 63% of the total number 
owned by the New York Central Lines, have been 
given "heavy" repairs, which, for practical pur- 
poses, makes them new locomotives.

MODERN TATOI AND 


ANCIENT ATHENS 


Constantino, whose n-turn to the 


thro!)»; of Greece was dlwuwKMl after 
the death of Alexander, bad a famous 
Dimmer palace'at Tatoi, before his ab- 
dication. 
There he spent much tlm» 


during the tinal uneasy months' of his 
reign. 


Ttitoi is 1C miles north of Athens by 


v, ay of Kofihisia. 
In strong contrast 


to the harsh and stormy political situ- 
ation which encompassed the members 
of the royal family following the out- 
break of thf World war, their phy.sicnl 
environment wsis wholly delightful, for 
Tntoi is one of tlie most beautiful 
•-pots of Attica, nestling almost at the 
fnot of the I'ames mountains. In the 
distance towers the famous Penteii- 
kon, from «litifce summit one may ob- 
Uiin the finest view lo be had from 
nny of ihe Attic hills. 


Historically. Tatoi/1< noteworthy for 


being freighted with unhappy associa- 
tions. 
In its vicinity stand the ruins 


of (in o!d fort, known as the Kastro, 
which marks the center of the demc 
(township) of Dwelea. 


It was at Decelc.i. 1- miles in an sir- 


line north of Athens, that "the traitor 
Alctbiades. he of it horn Aristophanes 
wrote that "they (the Athenian sol- 
diers) love, they hnte. but cannot live 
ivitTioiit him." counseled the Spartans 
to construct strong fortifications In or- 
Uer to intercept the caravans of grain 
from Etiboea, v.-hich supplied the cap- 
ital witli fond. A!cibi»des. by his I*- 
traynl of the Athenian navy which had 
invested Syracuse, in Sicily, had al- 
ready fulfilled 
the prophecy of the 


misanthrope Titnon who had said upon 
one of the many occasions when the- 


young Athenian'*; rash proposals hod 
been indorsed by the populace. "Go on, 
my brave hoy. and prosper; for your 
prosperity will tiring on tlie ruin of all 
tills crowd.'' His advice to seize and 
fortify Decelea in 413 B.-C. broujrtit 
irretrievable ruin on his native city 
and resulted in an inestimnbk- loss to 
the human race, for it crushed Athens. 


By ony of the strange whims of "the 


Crowd," the Athenian array in its dark* 
est hour sent n message, lo Alcibiades 
inviting him to desert the Spartans in- 
to whose power he had Iretrayvd his 
own people. And by an equally strange 
whim Alcibindes accepted the Invita- 
tion, rushing 
tci Samoa to 
as-miiM* 


command of his old associate*. Rut It 
wa** too late. 
Athens was doomed. 


Lysander. commanding: llie St-artan 
navy, administered a crushing defeat 
to Athenian sea power At Aegospotami. 
<j*i the Hellespont. Three thousand ot 
the defeated Athenians were massa- 
cred, ami Xcnophon. the historian, 
•jvith tragic simplicity relates ihat 
when the news readied the capital. 
That night no man slept."

ALONG OUR TURBULENT 


BORDER 


"No region in oil North America is 


morn frequently mentioned or more 
widely misunderstood, perhaps, than 
the Mexican border/: writes Frederick 
Siinplch, formerly American consul at 
Nogales, MM., to the National Geo- 
graphic society. 


"From the Gnlf of Mexico up to El 


Paso, along the Texas frontier, the 
Rio Grande forms the boundary be- 
tween the Cnited States and Mexico; 
thence to the Pacific coast the line Is 
marked by stone or Iron monuments 
(save a short break at tbe Colorado). 
so set that one is supposed to beT vis- 
ible from another. By this plan a sol- 
dier, miner or cowman (yes. and * 
smuggler, too) can always tell which 
side of the line he is on; or, if wholly 
lost and he comes suddenly on a mon- 
ument, he soon can get oriented. 


"Adventurous, colorful and full of 


contrasts as it I*, the 1.800-inile trip 
along this crooked, historic line is 
rough and difficult and has been made 
by a few people. 


The Rio Grande part of this border 


has caused both Uncle Sam and Me'x- 
Ico much work and mental anguish. 
During bad floods the line as formed 
by the river squirms around In so as- 
tonishing a'nd lively a manner that 
what is Mexican soil one day may be 
In Texas the next, and vice versa. 


"Railroads cut this long border line 


at Brownsville, l-aredo. Eagle Pass 
and Ki Paso. Tex.; st Douglas. Naco 
and Noi:nles. in Arizona, and at Caler- 
ico and Tia Juana. in California. Only 
four of \hvfv railronds. however, are 
main lines of through traffic that pene- 
trate ttie interior of Mexico: these 
Start at l~iredo, Eagle Pass. El Paso 
and Nocales. 


"No section of the border has seen 


s* much of adventure, tragedy and 
rnrbnleM activity as Texas. The flags 
of Prance. Spain and Mexico have 
waved over it; for a time it flew it* 
own I-one Star an* also the Confed- 
erate flag.
